New settlers 
coming into the district are deterred 
from coming north of the river by rea- 
son of the lack of a bridge. Therefore 
many are induced to settle at points 
along the line who otherwise would 
have crossed the Saskatchewan, The 
development of the country north of 
us has been purposely held back with 
a view of benefitting the region further 
south. This is the way the matter 
has worked and if this is not the motive 
then let some other intelligent motive 
be assigned. Edmonton’s interest in 
the bridge is the same as the legiti- 
mate interest of South Edmonton, 
namely, to secure the fuller develop- 
ment of the country to the north, and 
to centre business permanently at this 
particular point on the river so that 
should the railway at some future date 
in extending its linedesire to side 
track both Edmonton and South Ed- 
monton—and both are in the same box 
in that particular—it cannot be done. 
To secure these points effectively, it is 
necessary that the bridge should be 
located at the point of most convenient 
access from both sides of the river, and 


that point is at the lower site. 
——————————— 
EVIDENCE. 

With a view of placing before the public 
the facts in regard to the advantages which 
the route between Edmonton and the rail- 
way station by way of the iower ferry has— 
which is the same route as would be follow- 
ed by way of the lower site of the proposed 
bridge,—as compared with the route by 
way of the upper ferry,—the chief objec- 
tion to which is the steep grade out of the 
valley on the south side, which would be 
the same for the bridge at the upper site,— 
the Brixerin has interviewed the people 
who do the most crossing of the river. 

M. McCauley is the mail contractor, has 
had the contract ever since August of 1891, 
when the railway was completed. Crosses 
eight times a week carrying mail. Also 
handles the express business for Edmonton. 
Crossed at the upper ferry until the lower 
ferry was established in the fall of 1891. 
Since then has crossed at the lower crossing 
both in winter and summer. Has been in 
the implement business since 1891. Im- 
ported five cars of implements and vehicles 
this year, four cars last year and four cars 
the year before. Hauled all these across at 
the lower ferry. Has shipped three cars of 
grain this year, four last year and three the 
year before. Hauled all this grain across 
at the lower crossing. Also hauls a great 
deal off farmers’ grain going to the mill 
by this crossing. 

D. C. Robertson started the Edmonton 
Cartage Co. in August 1891 to haul be- 
tween the station and town. Hauled by 
way of the upper ferry until the lower 
ferry was established in the fall of 1891.

It is only three issues 
ago—in its second number—that the 
News had an article in which it com- 
mented in most exaggerated terms up- 
on the “disastrous” position of Ed- 
monton, “ owing to the river being in 
euch an unsatisfactory state” for lack 
of a bridge, and pointing in glowing 
terms to the happy position of South Fil- 
monton which did not suffer from such 
lack of a bridge. The article tried to 
make it very clear that Edmonton, not 
South Edmonton, needed a_ bridge.
